To Frank G. Laughton, constable of the Town of Ripley 
in the County of Somerset, State of Maine. 
GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
town of Ripley, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in said town on the 2nd day of 
March, 1942 at 10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 38. To hear the reports of the town officers. 

Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, asses- 
sors and overseers of the poor, — 

Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer. 

Art. 6. To choose one or more road commissioners 
and vote their compensation. 

Art. 7. To choose one or more superintending 
school committee. 

Art. 8. To choose one or more trustees of the 
Crocker Library, a fire ward, and all other officers re- 
quired to be chosen at this meeting. 

Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the support of common schools, 
school house repairs, miscellaneous school expenses, 
high school tuition. 

Recommended by Budget Com. $2,800.00 
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- Art. 10.. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise to maintain town ways and bridges in 
summer. 

Recommended by Budget Com. $500. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
grant and raise for the purpose of maintaining town 
ways and highways during the snow season.

Art. 29.. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen to expend the State Aid money in rebuild- 
ing Woodcock Hill, or act anything thereon. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to expend the State Aid money from the 
Dexter town line westerly or act anything thereon. 


Art. 81. To see what method the town will adopt 
for payment and collection of taxes. 


Art. 82. To choose a tax collector, and vote his 
compensation. 


Art. 88. To see if the town will vote to enter into 
an amendment of the contract with Central Maine Pow- 
er Company effective January 17, 1940 to include the 
following described line extensions situated in said town 
and which was constructed before the execution of said 
contract. 

Beginning at a point where the company’s 
distribution system now ends on the Dexter-Ripley 
Road; thence extending along said Dexter-Ripley Road 
to a point where it intersects the Ellms Road; thence 
extending along the Ellms Road eight-tenths (.8) of a 
mile to the residence of A. L. Ellms and Charles M. 
Ellms. 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to execute and deliver in the name and 
on behalf of the town the amendment to the contract 
with Central Maine Power Company referred to in the 
preceding vote. 


Art. 35. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to plowing door yards. 
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Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to instruct 
the selectmen to buy new wings for the snow plows. 


Art. 87. To see if the town will authorize the se- 
lectmen and treasurer to borrow as a temporary loan or 
loans to and for the use of the town in anticipation of 
taxes of the current municipal year 1942-43, and in- 
struct said officials to retire any notes or obligations 
that may become due by issuing new ones which will 
not be in anticipation of taxes, or act anything thereon. 


Art. 88. To act on any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


The selectmen give notice that they will be in 
session for the purpose of correcting the list of voters 
in said town and hear and decide upon application of 
persons claiming to have their names entered upon 
said list at the town hall:at 9:30 o’clock in the forenoon 
on the said day of meeting.

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Auditor’s Report for 1940-1941

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Ripley: 

In‘accordance with instructions from your Board of 
Selectmen I examined the books and accounts of the 
Selectmen, Tax Collector, and Treasurer for the munici- 
pal year ended February 1, 1941. The results of this 
audit are shown in the following exhibits and schedules: 

Exhibits—Comparative Balance Sheet, Report of 
Treasurer, Report of Tax Collector, and Statement of 
Appropriation Accounts. 

Schedules—Uncollected Taxes, Tax Liens, Accounts 
Receivable, Town Property, Notes Payable, Trust 
Funds, and Analysis of Change in Net Debt. 

Cash, as reflected in detail in reconciliation of Treas- 
urer’s cash balance in Exhibit B amounted to $127.87. 
The check book balance amounting to $12.45 was 
proven to the date of the audit from statements issued 
by the Merrill Trust Company. The cash on hand, 
amounting to $115.42, was proven only by the amount 
of receipts issued and warrants paid, as it has been 
customary in the past for the treasurer to settle only 
annually with the town. This practice has now been 
changed and at all times the check book balance should 
reflect the actual cash book balance. 

The uncollected balance of taxes and tax liens were 
proven only by detailed statements issued by the Col- 
lector and Treasurer, as appearing in the balance of the 


o4 


report. It is to be noted, however, that while the un- 
collected balance of taxes as compared with the pre- 
vious year have decreased approximately $123.00, the 
tax liens have increased approximately $479.00. 

Accounts Receivable as shown in Schedule 3 consist 
only of one item due from Collector Fred Haseltine, 
which is the result of the audit. This occurred from 
error in the 1940 tax commitment and the credits al- 
lowable for 1939 taxes collected in the year of 1940. 

You will please note that the trust funds as shown in 
schedule 6 consist of Cemetery, Library, and Minis- 
terial and School Funds. It is my opinion that the 
Cemetery and Library Trust Funds have been expend- 
ed illegally by the town and should be re-invested ac- 
cording to the requirements of Chapter 5, Section 93, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1985, Amended. It is fur- 
ther to be noted that these funds have been deleted 
from the assets and shown only as liabilities, thus re- 
ducing the notes payable. | 

Deferred assets consisting of overdrafts in the School 
Department and State Poor amount to $1,233.89. The 
School Department overdraft is apparently caused from 
insufficient appropriation for schools and should be 
taken care of at your annual town meeting, while the 
State Poor account is due and payable by the State of 
Maine. 

In further reference to the balance sheet, as reflected 
in Exhibit A, it is to be noted that the liabilities of the 
town amount to $14,215.69, and which are actually all 
due and payable by the town. The constitutional debt 
limit amounts to only $8,376.55, which is 5% of the as- 
sessed valuation. Thus you can see that your town is 
$5,839. 14 over your legal debt limit. This liability has 
not been created recently and is due primarily to debts 
created in the past. However, definite action should 
be taken to reduce your liabilities and bring this debt 
within the constitutional limits. 
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In referring to Exhibit D it will be observed that 
appropriations in the past have not been subdivided 
sufficiently. This is especially true of the Support of 
Schools and Maintenance of Highways. In the future 
a separate account should be raised for maintenance 
and repair for school property and must not be con- 
sidered as a part of the appropriation for support of 
schools. Further, a separate account should be raised 
for maintenance of Third Class Highways, although 
it is perfectly proper to raise a lump sum for other 
maintenance. 

With the above mentioned exceptions the balance 
sheet, to the best of my knowledge and belief, reflects 
the true financial condition of the town as of February 
1, 1941.

School Report 


‘To the Citizens of Ripley: 
The School Committee and Superintendent of Schools 
submit the following annual report. 


As for some years past, four schools are still being 
carried on. A plan considered last summer for closing 
the West Ripley School and accomodating the pupils in 
3 other schools where convenient conveyance seemed in 
sight, had to be given up, for the present. Two paid 
school conveyances are in use, one serving the Head-of- 
the-Pond School, and one from Clyde Willard’s to the 
end of the Dexter bus route. The number of Ripley 
grade pupils using the bus to the Dexter schools is at 
present ten. Rent for one family is being paid in Dex- 
ter by the Town, as this seemed to be the most economi- 
cal method, rather than conveyance, to make school 
possible for the child. 

For the school year ending in June, 1941, Ripley had 
20 high school students attending in other towns. For 
the present year there are 20, according to bills and 
notifications received. The list contains the following 
names; in Hartland Academy, Joseph Page, Estelle 
Page, Walter Page; in Higgins Classical Institute, 
Maxine Ellms and John Murdock, Jr.; in Dexter High 
School, Malcolm R. Kittridge, Robert W. Mills, Corris C. 
Rees, R. Marilyn Sevey, Mary L. Sevey, Martha Willard, 
John Briggs, Charles W. Kittridge, Eva Folsom, Lin- 
wood Folsom, Nellie Haseltine, Merton Mills, Virginia

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Murdock, Maurice Neal and Edward Rotell. Tuition 
rates this year are, Dexter High, $64. per year; Higgins 
Classical Institute $100. per year and Hartland Acad- 
emy $69. per year. The State re-imburses the Town to 
the extent of 24 of the tuition so paid out, but the total 
of this re-imbursement for any one year cannot by law 
exceed $700. Ripley receives this maximum amount. 

Ripley has again been fortunate in being able to se- 
cure excellent teachers for the four schools in town. 
For the list see the financial page. Total enrollment 
in each of the four schools for the fall term was, Mills 
School 19, Jones School 18, Head-of-Pond School 18, 
Hillside School 12. The latter school is now less than 
1s 

The following term plan has been carried out for the 
first first part of the year, and probably will for the re- 
mainder of the year, unless changes become necessary 
for various reasons.

The following holidays to be observed by closing of 
schools; Armistice Day, November 11; Thanksgiving 
Day and the day following; Washington’s Birthday. 
Feb. 22, to be observed on Monday following. The fol- 
lowing days to be observed by appropriate activities, 
but not by closing schools; Lincoln’s Birthday, Feb. 12; 
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Arbor Day, on the date to be appointed by the Governor. 

Note: In the case of the Jones School it has already 
been necessary to lose some time from the above sched- 
ule, which will be made up during the long spring vaca- 
tion. it is also usually necessary to set the time of 
spring vacation for the Head-of-Pond School according 
to the time when the worst spring traveling comes. 

The Ripley schools have continued to receive the ser- 
vices of the Public Health Nurse, through the town’s 
appropriation for this purpose. The report of Mrs. 
Laura Small, R. N., appears on another page of the 
town report. 

Noon lunches, with at least one hot dish in nearly all 
cases, have been prepared and served by the teachers 
and pupils during the winter. To assist in this program 
government surplus commodities have been secured 
this year, as in some past years. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

More has been done for up-keep of buildings the past 
year than usual. Considerable work was necessary on 
windows, doors, door steps, etc., and a new outside 
platform was built at the Mills School. Here the chim- 
ney, unsafe for some time, was re-built from a point 
several feet below the roof. All stoves were com- 
pletely taken down and re-built, sheet metal laid under 
them where lacking, all stovepipes completely over- 
hauled and much of it replaced with new pipe, dampers 
installed and all ceiling openings where stove-pipe pass- 
es through were lined with asbestos and metal, making 
for fire safety in so far as seems possible. A thorough 
repair job on all heating equipment has been needed 
for some years. For the first time we have had no 
trouble with clogged stove pipes, broken stoves or un- 
certain and dangerously loose supports under stoves. 
There is still need for a metal circulating jacket around 
the Mills School heater. Several blackboards have been 
repainted, window shades replaced, etc.

Through the energy of the teacher last year, Mrs. 
Vera Felker, the pupils and parents, an excellent elec- 
tric lighting outfit has been installed in the Head-of- 
Pond School. This was actually done the past fall, all 
work being furnished, as well as materials, at no cost to 
the town. All school buildings except the Hillside are 
now well lighted. This is a wonderful protection for the 
eyesight of all the children and is an important for- 
word step. 7 

The school committee have purchased an excellent 
grade of hard wood flooring for all four schools, at as 
reasonable price as could be found. This is now in stor- 
age ready for use, in the Head-of-Pond building. Get- 
ting this flooring laid in a permanent and satisfactory 
way by volunteer work has seemed to be difficult up to 
this time. The present high rate of employment for 
every one has been one factor in this. Thanks to the 
special appropriation for this purpose better and more 
sanitary floors seem to be at least in sight now. 


FINANCIAL 


In the last town report it was stated that the State 
Equalization Fund for Ripley for this year would be 
$515.00. However, because of action by the last legis- 
lature several towns received more than originally al- 
lotted. Ripley’s share being $1,221.00. This, together 
with an additional $100. on the town’s school appropria- 
tion, has made it possible to reduce the former over- 
draft which has been carried forward for some years. 
This has been in spite of rising costs which partly off- 
set the increased funds. It is to be greatly hoped that 
we may be able to wipe out this troublesome overdraft 
by next year. Expenditures have been less than re- 
sources by $388.82, and this will have to be repeated 
next year in order to balance the account entirely. For 
this reason, and that of uncertain and rising costs, it is 
hoped that the town will not reduce the appropriation 
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made last year, of $2,800. As always in war time it 
has been growing more and more difficult to find teach- 
ers, and already great difficulty has been met with in 
many parts of the State. 

The average rate of taxation for school purposes for 
this year is .01301 for the entire state, the same as last 
year. That for Ripley is .01479. For Somerset County 
the table shows 8 rates higher than Ripley’s and 15 
lower. In order to receive a share of the equalization 
Fund the town’s rate must be higher than the average 
for the state.

Report of Superintendent of 
Schools 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

Your school officials herewith submit the following 
annual report. 

Since September 8, 1942 only 3 schools have been 
open, as it was found that excellent opportunity exist- 
ed for placing the pupils of the West Ripley School else- 
where, at a probably less cost and equal or better ad- 
vantages for the children. The two school conveyances 
in town are practically the same as last year. 

Ripley is more than ever fortunate in having highly 
satisfactory teachers available who are residents of the 
town. This-is particularly true in view of the present 
extreme shortage of teachers. For the names of those 
who have filled these positions during the last 12 
months see the financial pages. 

At present Ripley has 18 high school students in 
Dexter High School, until recently 1 in Higgins Class- 
ical Institute, and 4 in Hartland Academy, 15 elemen- 
tary pupils are attending schools outside the town; 1 in 
Hartland, 9 in Dexter and 5 in Harmony. Those going 
to Hartland and Harmony formerly were in the West 
Ripley school. The number of high school students 
is slightly larger than usual. The tuition rates charged 
this year in the three high schools or academies having 
Ripley students are, Dexter High $72.00; Higgins Class- 
ical Institute $100.00; and Hartland Academy $70.00. 

The three in-town schools now have practically the 
same number of pupils, varying only between 17 and 19. 
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The following term plan has been carried out to date, 
and will probably be true for the remainder of the year:

Holidays to be observed by closing of schools are, 
Armistice Day, Nov. 11, Thanksgiving Day and the 
day following, Washington’s Birthday, Feb. 22, 
Patriots’ Day, April 19, and Memorial Day, May 30 to 
be observed i the Monday following. The following 
to be observed by appropriate exercises, but not by clos- 
ing of schools; Lincoln’s Birthday, Feb. 12, and Arbor 
Day on the date appointed by the Governor. 

Some interruption of school weeks has been occasion- 
ed in the last 12 months by the teachers being called up- 
on to act as registrars for the war time rationing pro- 
gram. All teachers have gladly and willingly made 
this their particular contribution to the war effort. 

The schools continue to receive the services of Mrs. 
Laura Small, R. N., the school nurse, and through ef- 
forts of the teachers the services of Dr. Schurmann 
of Dexter as school physician. 

Noon lunches for pupils are being prepared and 
served by all teachers. A canning project last sum- 
mer in which the teachers contributed, also some gov- 
ernment surplus commodities received, have been of 
great assistance. 
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BUILDINGS 


All three school buildings in use now have not only 
electric lighting, but also excellent new hard wood floors. 
The floors have made a noticeable improvement in 
warmth of the rooms in winter, and also in the sanitary 
condition of the rooms. They are far easier to keep 
dust free and clean, and also add much to the appear- 
ance of the rooms and entries. 

As the interior of the Head-of-Pond School was in 
poorer condition than the other schools an effort has 
been made to bring it up to standard. Walls and ceil- 
ings have been spray painted in lighter colors, and new 
blackboards recently installed. The latter are of ex- 
cellent quality, with suitable moldings and chalk rails. 
In all, considerable progress has been made in interior 
condition of buildings. 


FINANCIAL 


It will be noted that a further reduction has been 
made in the size of the long standing school overdraft. 
This year the reduction is about $100.00 in spite of the 
fact that much more than usual has been expended on 
buildings. In making an appropriation for the next 
year it should be borne in mind that the State has 
notified us that the Equalization Fund will be less by 
exactly $300.00 for next year. This loss will be partly 
made up, it is hoped, by the fact that only three schools, 
instead of four, will be in operation. The school officials 
feel that the same appropriation as last year should be 
made. This, if done, may make possible the entire wip- 
ing out of the overdraft, so long desired.

Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

Following is a brief annual report submitted by your 
school officials. 

Three schools are in operation this year, as was the 
case last year. Children at West Ripley and certain 
other localities not easily accessible to the Ripley 
schools are provided for in Hartland, Harmony and 
Dexter. These arrangements seem to best meet the 
convenience and advantage of those concerned, and at 
less cost than any other plans that have so far been 
found. 

This year Ripley has 19 students in Dexter High 
School, and 1 student in Harmony High School. 15 ele- 
mentary pupils are attending outside the town limits; 
9 in Dexter, 5 in Harmony and 1 in Hartland. Those 
going to Hartland and Harmony were formerly in the 
West Ripley School. 

The legal tuition rates charged by high schools con- 
cerned are: Dexter $82.00 per year and Harmony 
595.00 per year. 

Enrollment of the in-town schools at the end of the 
fall term of this year was as follows, according to the 
office record: Head-of-Pond School 20, Mills School 16, 
Jones School 17. 

The term plan which it is hoped to follow for the 
school year will be as follows: 

1948-1944 
Fall term opened Sept. 7, closed Dec. 17 15 weeks 
Two weeks vacation 
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Winter term began Jan. 3, closes Mar. 19, 1944; 
10 weeks 
Three weeks vacation 
Spring term begins April 3, closes 
June 2, 1944 9 weeks 


The above plan, is however subject to change if 
found necessary for any reason. 

Remarkable little time has been lost on account of 
stormy weather, even though many school days have 

been somewhat severe. 
~The following legal school holidays will be observed 
during the balance of this school year by closing 
of schools, Washington’s Birthday, Feb. 22, Patriots’ 
Day, April 19, and Memorial Day, May 30. 

At last report there were between forty and fifty 
rural schools in this state closed because of the im- 
possibility of finding teachers. 19 of the smaller high 
schools have been closed for the same reason. Ripley 
is fortunate in having available local teachers who can 
carry on during the present emergency. | 

As in former years the schools have the services of 
the school nurse, in this case Mrs. Elizabeth Baker, R. 
N. It is hoped that it may again be made possible in 
some way to have some service from Dr. Shurman, the 
school physician. 

The usual noon lunch program is being carried on 
by the teachers. In the absence of the former assist- 
ance of government surplus commodities the canned 
goods put up at the Canning Center last summer by 
several Ripley ladies have been very useful. This was 
a patriotic contribution of time and work by the teach- 
ers and other ladies. 


BUILDINGS 


Owing to many circumstances very little has been 
done this year in the matter of up-keep of the school 
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buildings. The total expenditure has been only $11.85. 
The improvements made last year are still appreciated, 
the lights and floors in particular. The new floors 
should have received a protective coat of hard varnish 
before this, and we hope this may not have to wait 
much longer. There is now much that should be done, 
particularly outside paint and repairs. 


FINANCIAL 


In spite of the fact that all expenses have been kept 
as low as conditions seemed to allow, the overdraft is 
again up instead of smaller as hoped. Many factors 
have been involved, resources being about $300.00 less 
as it turns out and some expenses higher than last 
year.. Teachers wages had to be slightly higher, but 
are even now much lower than in most of the smaller 
towns. This increase totals only about $75.00 for the 
year. A comparison with last year’s itemized state- 
ment in the town report throws much light on the situ- 
ation. 

According to a recent notice from the State Depart- 
ment of Education none of the 3 towns in this union 
will receive equalization money next year. The reason 
given for Ripley is ‘‘tax rate below average’. This 
fund for the year just past was $1,158.00. Ripley will 


receive in all probability $270.00 more on the state. .

The unpaid prior years’ taxes are summarized and de- 
tailed on Schedule 2. 

Payments recorded as received during the year on 
tax liens appeared to have been applied against the 
proper items and those still remaining unpaid are sum- 
marized and detailed on Schedule 3. 

The cash collections of the current year’s taxes was 
95.2% ; while all taxes collected during 1948, both cur- 
rent and prior, amounted to 116.1%, both as against 
the current commitment.

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EXCISE TAX 


The excise tax collections were verified with copies 
of the receipts as follows: 1943 - Receipts No. 13 to 1138. 
PAID TO TREASURER (Ex. B) AND TRANS- 
FERRED TO MISCELLANEOUS (Ex. D) $260.15 
Excise tax collected for 1944 registration prior to 
February 5, 1944 was not turned over to the Treasurer 
until after the books closed. All taxes including excise 
tax should be deposited monthly with the Treasurer as 
required by statute. 


TRUST FUNDS 


All trust funds were used by the town and are shown 
in detail on Schedule 5. It is recommended that the 
trust funds be reimbursed and invested in proper se- 
curities as required by law. Interest on these funds was 
transferred from the interest account to the Library, 
Cemetery and School Accounts. 


NET DEFICIT 


Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close 
of the municipal year, there was a Net Deficit in the 
amount of $7,210.41 as compared to a Net Deficit of 
$8,212.03 shown a year previous. This represents a 
beneficial change of $1,001.62, which is analyzed on 
Exhibit E of this report. 


GENERAL 


Our test check of paid invoices and payrolls indicated 
they were proper charges and correctly recorded. 

Victory and Withholding Tax deductions were exam- 
ined and appeared to be properly recorded. Deductions 
were made and held by the Treasurer and payments 
sent to the Collector of Internal Revenue each period. 

The records of dog licenses issued by your Town 
Clerk showed collections in the sum of $46.20, however, 
only $44.55 was sent to the State Treasurer.

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Report of Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the Citizens of Ripley: 

A brief summary of the school situation in Ripley is 
submitted by the school officials. 

Three schools are in operation this year as has been 
the case for several years past. Boys and girls living 
in the areas not accessible to these school buildings are 
being transported to Dexter and Harmony. At the 
present time only two children living in the northern 
part of the town are being conveyed to Dexter. Five 
elementary school pupils are attending school in Har- 
mony. Twenty-one of our children are enrolled in High 
School, eighteen of these are attending N. H. Fay High 
School in Dexter. Two are attending Hartland Acad- 
emy, and one is enrolled in Harmony High School. The 
cost of tuition of these schools has been increased 
during the past year. The charge at Dexter is $90. a 
year, Hartland Academy is $95. a year and Harmony 
High School $100. a year. 

Enrollments in the town schools are as follows:

Ripley may consider itself fortunate to have women 
in the town willing to give of their time to serve us as 
teachers, when so many of the rural schools in the

state are staffed with incompetant personnel, or closed 
entirely.

The remaining number of weeks of school will be 
divided into two terms, the vacation coming at the per- 
iod of the year when the roads are impassable. School 
will close on approximately June 8, 1945. 

Ripley is eligible for money from the equalization 
fund. If we are to benefit from this fund, we must have 
a school year of 180 school days. Because of the difficul- 
ty in operating two of our schools during the mud sea- 
son, it would seem advisable to open school not later 
than the first week in September.

May we commend the services of our school nurse 
given elsewhere in this report. Medical examinations 
were carried on under the direction of Dr. A. C. Strout, 
this examination should be continued during the com- 
ing years. The parents are urged to have the correc- 
tions recommended by our school nurse and school 
doctor, made as soon as possible. A child’s health is 
of utmost importance if he is to get the greatest bene- 
fit from the time he spends in school. 

Our teachers are carrying on the Noon Lunch pro- 
gram as in former years. This year assisted by the 
War Food Administration, a small sum of money is 
available for the purchase of materials not otherwise 
possible. It enables the children to benefit by a better 
lunch. If we are to receive the fullest benefit from this 
project, some method of parent cooperation must be 
worked out, to relieve the teachers of at least a part 
of the work of preparing the lunch. 


SCHOOL REPAIRS 


The Head of the Pond School and the Mills Schools 
are in fairly good shape. It will be necessary to var- 
nish the floors and repair the seats. The Jones School 
has reached a condition where, for the sake of the chil- 
dren attending this school, the building should be dis- 
carded or major repairs made. A special appropriation 
will have to be made for this purpose.
